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A Disappointment for the Kremlin 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Even the ex- 
cited tempo of Harry S. Truman's inaugu- 
ration as President of the United States 
did not dim interest in the sudden and 
inexplicable shift of propaganda from the 
Soviet Union which seems, at first glance, 
to be peace feelers. 

The Soviet writers, who are turned on 
and off like the garden hose on orders 
from the Politburo, have, within the space 
of a single day, ceased to describe the 
United States as a nation of warmongers 
and Fascists, and spoken for peace and 
understanding. 

This note is struck not merely in the 
United States. where Boris Izakov, writ- 
ing for the Soviet Information Bulletin, 
ceased denouncing the United States as 
imperialists and warmakers and declared 
for peace and goodwill, but also in France 
and Italy. Obviously, it is on orders. The 
fiery Palmiro Togliatti in Italy hates the 
United States because the Marshall] Plan 
defeated the Communist effort to win the 
Italian elections last Spring. Yet he is 
conciliatory. In France, Marcel Cachin, 
Togiatti’s opposite number, also has taken 
the same path. 

All this means something. France’s 
Communists also might have won but for 
the Marshall Plan. 

Here in Washington the experts theo- 
rize first that the cold war is getting too 
hot for the Soviet Union. The West in 
Germany is recovering faster than the So- 
viet East. Austria’s peace treaty is near 
and Austria remains strongly anti-Com- 
munist. The anti-Soviet underground is 
active in Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia. 
Also, and more important, the Soviets may 
be wanting to make a final treaty with 


oC 


regard to Germany before their hold and 
their powers decline. Also important is 
the idea that they may wish to cause our 
Congress to cut down on spending further 
in anti-Communist enterprises in Europe. 
All these things, and more, are in the air 
and comprise a big job for newly con- 
firmed Secretary of State Acheson to take 
into his new cabinet position. 

It makes a difficult future for us. We 
cannot move quickly. We must act as 
public opinion dictates. The Soviet Union 
can change its words as quickly as it can 
its decision to fight, quarrel or shoot. 
They can switch words, guns or hand- 
shakes within the hour. Therefore, it 
may be taken as sure that we will not 
rush out to clasp the Soviets to our diplo- 
matic bosoms. This will bear looking into 
and we will look. But this time we will 
look good. 

Even in these tentative stages it is a 
victory for Harry Truman and for George 
Marshall and for all those who have sup- 
ported the Marshall Plan, aid to Europe 
and the Voice of America program. The 
cold war is hot and getting hotter. 

Observers today were wondering, after 
President Truman’s powerful inaugural 
speech, if the so-called peace feelers might 
not have been sent out in an effort to 
make of the President’s address a search- 
ing, hopeful, semiappeasement speech. If 
that was the reason the lights are burn- 
ing late in the Kremlin and there is a 
meeting of the Politburo. The President 
took the initiative away from them by his 
strong declaration for peace and for work 
within the United Nations, but for force- 
ful action outside it if Communism would 
not join in a search for peace.—R. M. 


A Significant Note for Georgia 


There is a significant note for Georgia 
in the news that the United States last 
year imported more goods and services 
than ever before. 

Moreover, during the last 10 years the 
biggest increases in imports have come 
from Latin America and Canada. Imports 
from Europe and Asia have dropped. 

Georgia ports are in a favorable posi- 
tion, when properly developed and ex- 
ploited, to obtain a sizable share of the 
growing Latin-American business. 

And as was pointed out by the Federal 
Reserve Bank here some timt ago, im- 
ports are going to assume an increasingly 
important place in our foreign trade. 

Imports of goods and services last year 
amounted to $10,250,000,000. This was 
$6,500,000,000 less than our exports. But 
this gap gradually will be closed, and 
must be if world trade is to thrive. Freer 
trade is the object of the International 


Trade Organization charter. which Con- 
gress in all probability will approve at 
the current session. 

This country cannot continue indefi- 
nitely to buy from abroad many billions 
less than it sells, then lending or giving 
other countries the money to make up 
their trade deficit. Only by buying more 
from them can we retain markets for our 
own products. 

This means simply that total world 
trade is due for an even greater increase. 
And much of the increase will come from 
areas which the Georgia ports of Savan- 
nah and Brunswick could advantageously 
serve once they were properly developed. 
Instead of benefiting so far, however, the 
Customs District of Georgia has lost busi- 
ness to competing ports. 

Can there be any stronger argument 
for passage of the proposed bond issue 
to give our ports the facilities they need?

A Bitter Pill for the Miners Boss 


WASHINGTON—The sort of personal and political considerations that are likely to influence Con- 


gress in revision of the Taft-Hartley Law was strikingly illustrated when William R. Ringer, chief 
Labor Board trial examiner, ruled that John L. Lewis’s union shop in the “Captive” coal mines, | 
owned by the 10 largest steel] companies, is illegal. | 


In obvious anticipation of this decision, John 


Owens. Secretary-Treasurer of the mine union, 


issued a statement declaring that President Tru- 
man already has “disappointed many of those 
who voted for him” by leaving up to Congress 


the “vital question of how and when the Taft- 


Yartiey Act is to be repealed.” 

The present decision not only absolves mine 
owners from ‘accepting the union-shop require- 
ment, but forbids the.mine union from moving 
for an election of employees to legalize the union 
shop unless its officials sign the non-Communist 


affidavit. 


The latter is an especially bitter pill for 
Lewis in view of the fact he staged his 
second bolt from the American Federation 
ef Labor because of a decision by its Execu- 
tive Board in favor of accepting the non- 
Communist pledge. 


Lewis's top official hates probably are judge 
Alan Goldsborough, who revived the court in- 
junction as a mine-strike restraint, and Robert 
H. Denham, chief counsel of the Labor Board, 
who has repeatedly invoked the Taft-Hartley 
Act against the mine union. 

Complete repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, as 
as demanded by Lewis, would bring him vic- 
tory in all these matters. He not only would be 
free to impose the union shop, but he could go 
all the way to the “closed shop” which the Taft 
Hartley Act prohibits. 

He would be sustained in his refusal either 
to sign the non-Communist affidavit or to dis- 
close the financial! affairs of his union. 

He would be rid of Mr. Denham, whose ten- 
ure of office and right to cite unions as well as 
empioyers for “unfair practices’ both are strict- 
ly Taft-Hartley creations. 

And the power of Judge Goldsborough would 
be sharply curbed by restoring the prohibition 
of strike injunctions, which the Taft-Hartley 
Act modified to the extent of permitting such 
injunctions when asked for by the Government. 

But it remains to be seen whcther Congress, 
or even the President, favors doing all these 
things for Lewis. 

Speaking to his mine workers last Oct. 5, 
Lewis characterized President Truman as “cow- 
ardiy,” “dangerous,” “malignant,” guilty of 
“hypocrisy” and “totally unfitted” to be Presi- 
dent. The Mine Workers Convention indirectly 
indorsed Gov. Dewey by condemning Truman 
and declaring that “the other major candidate” 


had never “to our knowledge” said anything un- 
friendly to the UMW. 

A little later, however, when Gov. 
spoke out in favor of the Taft-Hartley Law, he 
also was mildly castigated by Lewis. 


Certainly, when the Taft-Hartley issue 
reaches the floor of the Senate all these 
attitudes of Lewis and his mine union will 
be rehashed. And unless a considerable num- 
ber of Senators, who previously voted for 
the things Lewis wants repealed change 
their minds most of them will be preserved. 


The union-shop-election requirement 
bly will be dropped because Senator Taft him- 
self has pronounced it unworkable. The non- 


Communist affidavit requirement may be modi- | 


fied to the extent of calling on corporate execu- 
tives as well as union leaders to swear that 
they are not Communists. 

It is almost inconceivable, on the other hand, 
that the clock will be turned back to the extent 
of restoring the unlimited prohibtion against 
strike-restricting court injunctions and it is im- 
probable that the anti-closed-shop provision will 
be repeated. 

The biggest fight of all may be over the offi- 


cial future of Mr. Denham, whose main job un- | 


der the Taft-Hartley Act has been to challenge 
the power of “big labor,” exemplified by Lewis 
and his coal union monopoly.

The Meaning of Gen. DeGaulle 


PARIS—In the eyes of a visitor from the moon, Charles De 


_ Gaulle would appear as only one more symptom of the polarization 


of politics around the extremes of right and left that is a major 
In the eyes of a great many 


and stable government which France now lacks. But in the eyes 
of an American observer, De Gaulle is chiefly interesting in rela- 
tion to the somewhat jerrybuilt structure of resistance to Soviet 
imperialism which has been so laboriously put together in the 
last three years under the leadership of Washington. 

‘As an individual, De Gaulle is inevitably difficult for Ameri- 
cans to understand. He comes, after all, straight out of the sev- 
enteenth century. With his tall, hieratic figure, he looks as differ- 
ent as possible from a modern politician. 
brilliant Janet Flanner has remarked, is the French of Bossuet. 
And his conception of the role of France in Europe—even in the 
Europe over which the Kremlin hangs like a long, black shadow, is 
not very different from the conception prevailing in the epoch of 


| Louis. XIV. 


_ Difficulty 


The American difficulty with De Gaulle, so notably 
illustrated 
velt, is increased by his almost mystical faith in his own destiny, 
his compensating lack of respect for the human race in general, 
and his passionate, obstinate insistence upon being French. No 


All his qualities were somehow summed up, in the 
early months after the French surrender, when he remarked to one 


| of his startled and somewhat offended collaborators: “You know, 


I am making Free France from the burnt ends of matches.” 
Finally, although he thinks of history in endless vistas, the very 


intensity of his French feeling makes him a little provincial. 


When Winston Churchill invited him to Britain just before 
D-Day, he at first refused the invitation on the ground that he had 
no guarantee that he would not be placed in confinement by the 
British and Americans. In the same way, he has lately been 
accusing the unfortunate British, who after all take their German 
policy chiefly from us, of “following their traditional European 
policy of a balance of power, and seeking to divide France from 


| Germany.” 


No one can now predict which side will be victorious in the 
strange struggle that is now going on between the French center 
parties and the De Gaulle movement. But from the standpoint of 
American policy, the important fact about De Gaulle is not that 
he may win, or that his strongly marked character may make him 
difficult to deal with, or that the world and France owes him much 
for what he did during the war, or even that his victory now would 
probably create almost as many French internal problems as it 


would solve. 
Strength The important point about De Gaulle is, very simply, 
that when he speaks about foreign affairs, he is es- 
sentially expressing the instinctive view of the French man in the 
street, This is one of his greatest strengths Thus whether or 
no he is to come to power--the betting at this moment is slightly 
against him-—what De Gaulle savs is of the utmost importance to us. 
What he says is chiefly about Germany, his main preoccupation. 
Stripped of all the verbiage, his solution of the German problem 
can. be simply described. First. he would internationalize the Ruhr, 
thus sterilizing the basic asset of the German people. Second, 
he would create what he calls a ‘‘Federative Germany,” which 


'-means a Germany composed of petty states without any strong 


central power. Third, he would then set Germany free from 
control, except in the Ruhr, and he would incorporate the “Fed- 
erative Germany” into a new European Union. 

His speeches make it clear both that he is reluctant to include 
Britain in this European Union, and that in any case he considers 
France should be the new union’s dominant power. 
of the United States in this concept is apparently to provide the 
necessary financing. There are other features of special interest, 
but two main facts stick out most importantly. 

First, De Gaulle trusts no other nation to safeguard the interests 
And second, although theoretically persuasive, he is 
inherently impractical. For the Germany people will never per- 
manently submit to such a program as De Gaulle’s, unless foreign 
bayonets are permanently present to make them submit. 
Gaulle is far from advocating the barbarism of a permanent 
colonial area in the middle of Europe. Indeed, he even proposes 
the re-establishment of German armed forces as an element in 
the defense of this projected Furopean Union. 


If De Gaulle is impractical, vet represents the passion. 
ate convictions of the majority of Frenchmen, what 
then is the answer? The answer seems to lie in a fundamental 
fact. De Gaulle’s impulse to reject most of what the Western 
powers have done to date arises not from mere French chauvin-

All Pure Now But now that we are all pure together under 
the NCAA code, the Big Nine and SEC can 
start acting their age and like kissin’-kin. 

Especially when fellows like Ray Eliot, of Illinois, come 
down from the Holy Land to emphasize once again that 
the only difference between football coaches and players 
is the color of their uniforms. 

Eliot hadn’t been in town an hour before he had con- 
vinced members of the Atlanta Touchdown Club that he 
was, after all, human and possessed a great sense of humor 
to go along with it. 

He entered into the spirit of the occasion in such manner 
that the first thing you knew you were calling him “Ray” and 
wondering how in the world he ever escaped becoming a head 
coach in the Southeastern Conference.

N THE Capitol rotunda in Washington the wife 
of a new representative from Arizona gazed 
at the 26-foot gap in the frescoed frieze 
circling the colorful canopy.

“An Italian artist named Constantino Bru- 
midi was working on the frescoes. When he was 
nearly finished he fell from the scaffolding,” the 
guide replied. 

What else was in the story behind the unfin- 
ished work?

Mrs. John Murdock was determined to find 
the answer to all these questions.

There was con- 
siderable indignation, however, over a ‘‘foreign- 
er’ being engaged to decorate the Capitol of 
the United States at the taxpayers’ expense. 

Deeply hurt, Brumidi set to work and became 
an American citizen. The $10 a day he received 
was hardly a great burden on the taxpayers. 

For 26 years he labored. Scores of his paint- 
ings were finish€i during the presidential terms 
of Fillmore, Pierce, Buchanan, Lincoln, Johnson 
and Grant. With his gigantic task near comple- 
tion, he mounted the scaffold one morning to 
work on one of the most beautiful of the Rotunda 
friezes—“‘Penn’s Treaty With the Indians.” 

Suddenly the long strain told .on the artist, 
then over 70. He grew dizzy, slipped, clutched 
and clung to a rope. An aide saved him from 
immediate death, but the humble bearded figure 
was never to return’ to the scaffold again. 

For five months Brumidi lingered in a hos- 
pital, gradually growing weaker. There were 
few visitors and little interest in him. | 

When he died a lovely woman claimed his 
body. The funeral was simple. The name of 
Constantino Brumidi was soon forgotten. There 
was not even a marker for his grave. 

All this Mrs. Murdock learned. But where 
was Brumidi buried? Almost as important, who 
was the beautiful woman who buried him? 

Month after month she searched. At Jong 
last, she located the grave--unmarked, unkempt, 
in Washington’s Glenwood Cemetery in a plot 
owned by a “Germon” family. 

One day she was painting the iron fence 
around the plot when a girl touched her shoulder. 

“Why do you paint that fence?” the girl asked. 

“Why do you want to know?” Mrs. Murdock 
replied. 

“T have a right to know and will tel] you,” 
the girl answered, ‘“‘but first you must tell me 
why you are so interested in this plot.” 

Mrs. Murdock told what she knew of Brumidi. 
When she finished the young girl Was near tears. 

“My name is Germon,” she said. “Brumidi 
was married to my great-grandaunt, Lola Ger-

* At the girl’s home Mrs. Murdock 


found the missing links in the artist’s 
tragic life in picture albums, scrap- 
books, the family Bible and jewelry 
Lola Germon wore to the White House. 

Brumidi, lonely and friendless, at 
53, accepted the dinner invitation of an 
art lover. He was met at the door by 
the lovély 16-year-old Lola. Immedi- 
ately his heart was lost. She accepted 
his proposal of marriage when she was 
18 and he was 55. He vowed to im- 
mortalize her in his paintings. 

A son, Laurence, was born a year 
after their marriage. Fdér six years 
Lola posed for Brumjdi’s paintings in 
the President’s office. Then she grew 
restless. She devoted more and more 
time with friends her age. | 

The artist was frantic with the 
loss of his only love, the inspiration 
for his work. At last she announced 
she was returning to her parents’ home. 
This desertion, coming on the eve of 
his last and greatest project, the fresco 
frieze encircling the rotunda, drove 
the artist to work even harder so he 
could supply the money Lola needed. 
He never gave up hope she would one 
day return to him. 

He started the frieze, painging Lola 
from memory. After seven years he 
had progressed almost halfway when, 
on Oct. 1, 1879, he fell. 

As he lay despairing in his bed he 

wrote to the architect of the Capitol: 

“My mind is much worried by the terrible 
prospect of starvation.” 

Congress continued his salary for the last 
five months of his life. His only comfort lay in 
portraits of Lola. Lola buried him in the grave 
that was to become overgrown with weeds. 

Another~ artist, Fillippo Costaggni, finished 
the rotunda plans of Brumidi, but the 26-foot gap 
was never closed. Now, through the efforts of 
Mrs. Murdock, Congress has been asked for $20,- 
000 to finish the frieze with a panel depicting 
the birth of aviation, ' .;

VEN the most careful mother can’t watch a 

b two-year-old every Single minute of the day. 

Not a little rambier like Jimmy Barrett, 

Jr. His mother wasn’t worried when she saw 

him scooting toward the bathroom in their Sea 

Cliff, L. 1., home last January. Surely he couldn't 
get into much trouble there. : 

Dut the spirit of adventure was in Jimmy. 
First there was the washbowl. He managed to 
scramble onto that—and the délightful myster- 
ies of the medicine cabinet were next. Jimmy 
opened it-—and took out a little bottle containing 
some pretty pink pills. 

“Candy,” Jimmy said. A two-year-old doesn’t 
know anything about the deadly, lurking poison 
of sleeping pills. 

Jimmy swallowed four before his mother 
found him. Frantically, she called for help. 
Medical aid came in time. Jimmy and his 
parents were lucky. Although he was in a coma 
for 12 hours, he recovered. 

Not so lucky were 436 persons who, the rec- 
ords of the United States Public Health Service 
show, died of accidental poisoning from barbi- 
turic acid and its derivatives—the common in- 
gredients of sleeping pills—in 1946 (the latest 
year for which figures are available). The rate 
increased to three times that of 1936. 

That is not a record of intentional deaths— 
of suicides. Those 430 persons did not want to 
die. They were as full of life, of the love of life, 
as little Jimmy was. 
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secretary, spoke in a Los Angeles hospital: 

1] didn't try to kill myself, I don't want to 
die. I love life too much.” 

Doris had been working day and night. When 
she sought sleep, her nerves would not relax, 

“? was still awake at 1:30 this morning,” she 
said. “I took one pill, 1 didn't go to sleep, I 
took another——and another—and another... ” 

Suddenly, Doris was aware of the number she 
had taken. She was able to call a hospital for 
help. She was semi-conscious when help arrived 

and recovered. But many, doing what she did, 
have not recovered. For the first pill dulls the 
memory, and when sleep fails to come quickly, 
the mind may forget the previous pills, and 
demand more—and more 

The danger lies in a popular belief that sleep- 
ing pills are “harmless.” Americans are alert 
to the dangers of food poisoning——yet food poi- 
soning caused fewer deaths than sleeping pills 
in 1946—-369 died of poisoned food -436 of 


. “harmless” little tablets. 


Every American fears the danger of carbon 
monoxide gas from an automobile engine. Yet 
only 2356 accidental deaths were caused by motor- 
vehicle exhaust gas in 1946. 

Mothers who think nothing of keeping sleep- 
ing pills in a medicine cabinet are terrified at 
the thought of changing an electric light fuse. 
Yet there were almost two-thirds as many acci- 
dental deaths in the year 1946 from sleeping 
pills as from electric current-——436 from the pills » 
to 725 from electric current. 

No one in the home of Garv Wyatt, five, in 
Los Angeles, would have thought of leaving an 
unprotected live wire where he could find it. 

But Gary found something just as dangerous 
last August—a box of phvysician’s samples of 
green sleeping pills, believed left by a pharma-

ceutical salesman in his house. 

Gary thought they were nice “green jelly 
beans.”’ He was passing them out to his play- 
mates when a neighbor intervened, called the 
police---and averted a potential tragedy. 

Sleeping pills and their deadly menace are no 
respectors of persons. Among those whose lives 
have been endangered by accidental overdoses 
were Mrs. James Roosevelt, wife of the late 
President’s son; Actor Lon Chaney, Jr.; Pauline 
Starke, star of the silent screen, and Actress 
Joyce O’Hara. 

They recovered. But Sir Arthur Whitten- 
Brown, who, with the late Sir John Alcock, made 
the first non-stop transatlantic flight in June, 
1919, from Newfoundland to Clifden, Ireland, did 
not. A coroner’s court in London .- recently 
attributed the death of Sir Arthur, found dead 
in bed October 3, to an overdose of tablets. 

Public health officials agree that sleeping pills 
can never be considered safe-—-that they are 
deadly poisons, to be talien only under a doctor’s 
directions. Dr.. Robert H. Felix, chief of the 
Mental Health Division of the Public Health 
Service, gives these rules—if you think you must 
use them: 

“1. Keep in plainly marked containers, that 
look and feel different from any others. 

“2. Keep them where only adults can reach 
them. 

“3. Keep only a small amount-——two or three 
pills—in the house at one time. That way there 
can’t be any accidental overdoses.”

HERE was a faint hint of mis- 

T chief in the curious dark eyes

An awed silence held these 
women as they watched Youssef 
Zulficar Pasha, prominent judge in 
Alexandria’s Mixed Court of Ap- 
peals and father of the bride, step 
forward to clasp the hand of King 


Farouk, who was resplendent in a 


black and gold uniform. 

“I give to your majesty my 
daughter, Farida, for a wife,’ he 
said. 
At the insistence of the king, Sasi 
Naz’s name had been changed to 
Farida. meaning peerless, because 
Farouk believed that would bring 
him luck. 

The king replied: 

“I accept her to myself from 
thee, and take her ynder my care 
as my wife and bind myself to of- 
fer her my protection, and ye who 
are ‘present bear witness.”’ 

The unromantic brideless wed- 
ding ceremony was over, and the 
two men participants turned to sign 
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the wedding contract. Twenty-three 
royal princes witnessed the signing 
and watched with quiet dignity 
while King Farouk presented to Far- 
ida’s father a dowry of approxi- 
mately a half million dollars. : 

There was wild celebration in 
Cairo that evening. 

Time went by, and a day of joy- 
ous expectation came to all Egypt. 
Everything was in readiness for the 
101-gun salute that would herald the 
birth of a prince in the palace. 
When the guns were fired there were 
only 41 reports. <A princess had 
been born, a girl who could never 
rule in a Moslem country. 

Twice during the 10 years ‘that 
followed there was similar antici- 
pation, and similar disappointment. 
Queen Farida was the mother of 
three daughters, but no son. 

In the meantime, in order to 
cement relationships between two 
Moslem sects, a marriage was ar- 
ranged between King Farouk’s sis- 
ter, Fawzia, and Crown Prince Me- 
hamed Riza Pahlevi of Iran. 

When the crown prince became 
Shah Mohamed Riza Pahlevi, upon 
the abdication of his father in 
1941, it became important, to 
have a son who would be heir 
to the throne of Iran.

Glamourous young women were 
feted frequently at both palaces, 
however, and Queen Farida and Em- 
press Fawzia, two af the most beau- 
tiful women in the world, knew that 
their marriages were failures. Both 
were still in their 20s and power- 
less to free themselves, for under 
Moslem law it is almost impossible 
for a woman to get a divorce. 

Queen Farida moved into sep- 
arate living quarters in 1944. A 
year later Empress Fawzia returned 
to Egypt, explaining that the Iranian 
climate was bad for her health. 

While these two wives waited 
on the will of the men who still 
w@ their masters, public interest 
in their fates waned, and the whole 


~world talked of another important 


happening in royal circles. 

Princess Elizabeth, heiress pre- 
sumptive to the British throne, had 
me the mother of a prince. 

It-may have been mere coinci- 
dence, but there has been specula- 
tion that it was the birth of this 
royal son that led to the following 
announcement from Cairo: 

“The will of Allah directed the 
hearts of King Farouk and Queen 


Farida to a desire for a divorce in 
spite of all the regret they feel.” 


At the same time it was an- 
nounced that the Shah of Iran and 
his empress had been divorced. 

It is a simple matter of a few 
words and a signed document when 
a Moslem husband wants to cancel 
his marriage contract. 

Failure to have sons was obvi- 
ously the underlying reason for these 
divorces. However, now. that the 
queen and the empress have their 
freedom, they might point out that 
leading authorities on human gene- 
tics agree that it is the father who 
supplies the chemical heredity unit 
—called a Y chromosome — that 
causes a child to be a boy.

HE steep slopes of the Yuba River canyon

So, it was fitting 
to celebrate gloriously when the Fourth of Juty 
came. They didn’t stint the occasion. All had 
plenty of gold dust and nuggets to afford the 
few diversions the camp provided. 

Men streamed in for the big doings from Fid- 
dle Creek, Hoodoo Bar, and Cut Throat. They 
came from Tincup Diggings, so named because 
the miners there would wash out a tincup full 
of gold in a day. Others were down from Gold 
Bluff where a lucky miner found a nugget weigh- 
ing 25 pounds. . : 

Saloons were well stocked with whisky, hauled 
in by muleback over the tortuous canyon trial, 
the settlement’s only avenue to the outside world. 

The flush, hardy miners didn’t quibble over 
the price or quality. The price, of course, was 
high. The quality wasn’t. 

The day was enlivened by a flow of oratory 


as fiery as the whisky. 


LEADER in the hilarity was Jack Cannon, a 

burly fellow whose jovial ways earned him 
a place of immense popularity. Throughout the 
day and far into the night Cannon made the 
rounds of the camp’s saloons and gambling halls, 
trailed by a brigade of convivial friends.

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“Belly up, boys, the drink’s on me.” 
That invitation rang out many times as Can- 


non filled a whisky glass with gold dust, the 
measure accepted as one hundred dollars’ worth.

a HOUR after the cry went up Downieville 
was seething with the tramp of boots and 
angry mutterings of 5,000 men. There was no 
recognized law there then. The camp was too 
new. There were only the miners’ courts that the 
first arrivals had set up to settle claims disputes. 

Justice knew only the law of the pistol and 
the bowie knife. 

Frightened by the rising clamor, Juanita fled 
into Craycroft’s saloon for safety, but there was 
no- refuge there. The miners soon surrounded 
«the place and seized her. 

Swept along by a jeering throng, now unmoved 
by the charms they once admired, Juanita was 
hurried to the platform that had served for the 
orators of the day before. In a tent near by lay 
the body of the man she had killed. 

The infuriated miners took a course that was 
commonly followed by Vigilante groups through- 
out the gold camps of the Old West.

LL their waking thoughts — the young 
mother’s and father’s—were of the little 
girl.

the White Star Line, came to a dead halt in the 
chill blackness of the North Atlantic night. 
There was no jolt, no sound of concussion. The 
great luxury liner simply stopped stock still. 

Harry looked at his watch. It was 11:20 
p. m. The date: April 14, 1912; a scant four 
days after the Titanic had left Southampton, 
England, on her maiden voyage to New York. 

Harry started for the cabin door to find out 
what had happened. At that’ moment, Mrs. 
Jacques Futrelle, our neighbor across the hall, 
came in and told us the order had been given for 
all passengers to prepare to go on deck. Beyond 
that, she had no idea what had occurred. 

Harry went out to see what was the matter. 
While he was gone, I began to dress. I was 
ready, except for my blouse and coat, when he 
returned. His manner was perfectly calm, but I 
could tell he was under terrific nervous tension. 
“‘They’ve ordered all passengers to put on life 
belts,” he said, “but don’t be frightened. They’re 
lowering thé lifeboats now. Women will go first.” 

I was frantic. I insisted I would never leave 
him. I demanded to know what had happened. 
Then he told me we had hit an iceberg. 

He slashed the right sleeve out of my blouse 
so I could get it on quickly in spite of the splint 
and threw my: fur coat over my shoulders.

were directing people toward the lifeboats. 
One man told the officers he was just going 
to help his wife into a boat. He never returned. 
I later saw him aboard the Carpathia, the ship 
that rescued the survivors from the lifeboats. 
Harry could have saved himself the same 
way that man did. But he was too ethical to try. 
He pleaded with me to get into one of the 
lifeboats. I refused. Then we went to the bridge 
deck together. John Jacob Astor was just help- 
ing his wife into one of the boats. Two officers 
warned Him not to remain with her. He assured 
them he wouldn’t. When his wife was safely 
settled, he returned to the deck. He could have 
accompanied her. No one could have stopped 
him. But he was a real man, and courageous. 
He and Harry urged me to get into the next 
boat. Again I refused. I was determined to stay 
with my husband. We went from one boat to 
another, hoping there would be room for some 
of the men after the women had been put aboard. 
Turmoil raged everywhere. The screams of 
frantic, hysterical passengers stabbed through 
the black night like a thousand knife blades. Ong 
of the boats was swamped, sending its frenzied 
occupants to an icy death in the Atlantic. 
Harry and I made our way to the other side 
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of the vessel. It was then 2:10 a. m. All the 
lifeboats had been launched. The last collaps- 
ible, or canvas, boat was ready to take off. 

I turned to Mrs. Isidor Straus who was stand- 
ing beside us with her husband. I begged her to 
come with me so that our husbands could take 
to one of the rafts which we heard were being 
readied. ‘No, my dear child,” she said, “I won’t 
leave my husband. You are still young. You go.” 

It was the most awful moment I had ever 
known. I loved my husband deeply. 

Harry pleaded with me. 

‘Please, please,” he said. “You must go in this 
last boat. I can get on one of the rafts. Even if 
it’s sucked under when the ship goes down, I'll 
have a good chance to save myself. But I 
couldn’t save you, too, with your broken arm,” 

What could I do? What could I say? 

Harry lifted me in his arms, I didn’t struggle. 
He handed me to a sailor, ‘Take care of my 
wife,”” he said. ‘“‘She has a broken arm.”’ 

Those were the last words I ever heard him 
speak. I never saw him again. The ship appar- 
ently went down before the rafts were launched. 

When I got back to New York, after being 
picked up by the liner Carpathia, I learned that 
he had been among the more than 1,500 passen- 
gers who lost their lives in that terrible disaster. 
For years after that my heart was numb with 
grief. And always one question haunted me: 
Should I have remained aboard the Titanic and 
died at sea with Harry? 

Sometimes, when I think of my own dilemma, 
I recall the decision of another young couple who 
stared at death and never blinked. They were 
on their way to the movies near Chicago one 
evening when the wife caught her foot in a rail- 
road crossing. The husband tried to free the 
foot but couldn’t. By then a train was thunder- 
ing down the track. 

The husband realized that three lovely chil- 
dren were waiting at home for their parents to 
return. To whom did he owe allegiance: his wife 
or his children? He chose to remain with his 
wife beneath the wheels of the train. 

Was he right? I’ve never known what to 
think. 

Years after the Titanic went down, a woman, 
who had just heard that I was aboard that fatal 
night, looked at me in surprise and thoughtlessly 
asked: “Oh, were you saved?” “No,” I replied 
and turned away. 

But my mind constantly reverts to that ques- 
tion. Was I saved? Should I have stayed on the 
ship? Or was I right in leaving it? What do 
you, the reader, think? I’d like to know—and 
I’m sure the Editor would like to know, too,

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Bitter Court Battles Have 
Resulted From Parents Who, 
During Their Lifetime and 
After, Have Tried to Dominate 
Their Children and Choose 
Their Mates for Them

NLY frustrated and woefully unhappy 
parénts attempt to dominate the lives of 
their children. Only the most maladjusted 

would attempt to extend their domination be- 
yond the grave. 

Those who do impose their malice through 
spiteful wills are obviously stubborn losers who 
see in their obstinate actions the chance for one 
last word. 

Numerous cases have begn recorded through 
the years of parental tyranny which led to un- 
happiness and sometimes resulted in long, in- 
volved court litigation after death. 

This attempt at emotional and economic con- 
trol wielded from the grave was strikingly dem- 
onstrated recently in the will of the fabulous 
Daniel K. Weiskopf, millionaire liquor executive 
of Miami Beach and New York. . 

Weiskopf, who died March 22, 1948, left his 
39-year-old daughter, Danise, $2,500 a year as 
long as she remains married to her husband, 
ex-air force captain, Robert Harris Reid, a 
young and talented television-news service exec- 
utive. However, her father stipulated that if 
she divorced or legally separated from her hus-

band of four years she would receive approxi- 
mately $25,000 a year under a trust fund included 
in his $2,580,956 estate. 

Weiskopf’s objection to the ex-air force cap- 
tain as a son-in-law was no secret to either his 
daughter or son-in-law, long before his last will 
was drawn. 

When his pretty blond daughter advised him 
in 1944 that she would marry a practically un- 
known man still in uniform, Weiskopf at first 
flatly refused to attend the wedding in the 
sumptuous Peroquet suite of the Waldorf-Astoria 
in New York. 

He did attend, not willingly, friends said, 
but because Danise put so much pressure on him 
he finally gave in. 

“She is just as strong willed as her father,” 
intimates said. 

However, in the spring of 1947, when Weis- 
kopf called for his attorney to draw up a new 
will, as he always did each year, he carried his 
stubbornness and objection to a new high. 

He bequeathed his two sons, Robert, 38, and 
James, 31, both of Miami Beach, approximately 
$25,000 a year under trust funds. He also left 
$10,000 trust funds for each of five grandchil- 
dren and several hundred thousand dollars more 
to charitable institutions and universities. Sev- 
eral employes got $1,000. As for daughter 
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Danise—what she got would depend on whether 
or not she remained Mrs. Robert Harris Reid. 

Danise knew she had been penalized in her 
father’s will; nevertheless, last spring, when he 
was on his deathbed, she was at his side almost 
constantly. Her failure to share equally in the 
estate worried her two brothers, the family 
secretary, Mrs. Nellie D. MacLachlan, and their 
attorney, Arthur S. Friedman. 

So a few days before Weiskopf’s death, when 
he called for an attorney, they immediately 
rushed Friedman to the old man’s side, feeling 
certain he would at last relent and remiove the 
barrier to Danise’s full share of the estate. 

UT Weiskopf said he only wanted to remem- 

ber a friend in a new codicil. He wanted 
to give $100,000 to Mrs. Grace Grier Vignes, 
Miss Florida of 1929, who had been on friendly 
terms with him since 1942. 

Mrs. MacLachlan said she asked him about 
his daughter, Danise, and he answered: 

“Not yet!” 

Three days later he died. 

When the will was filed it was immediately 
attacked from two sides. 

One was a friendly challenge by the brothers 
and secretary in favor of Danise. The other 
attack came. from the former beauty queen, who 
sought to validate the last-minute codicil giving 
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her $100,000, which had already been declared 
void by Probate Judge W. F. Blanton. 

Weiskopf’s stipulation that Danise’s share of 
the estate be dependent upon her marriage to or 
divorce from Robert Reid was the principal point 
of argument. 

Courts have ruled before that such provisions 
in wills are null and void on the ground that they 
contravene public policy by tending to induce 
divorce for the purpose of receiving financial 


in. 

Should the courts rule the provision in regard 
to Danise legal, then she stands to lose even the 
$2,500: a year she was allotted should she remain 
married to her present husband. 

The crafty Weiskopf tied other strings to 
the final testament. 

In it, he said: 

“If any legatee or beneficiary shall contest 
the validity or object to the probate, or attempt 
to vacate them, or alter or change any pro- 
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visions, such persons shall be deprived of all 
benefits and interests, and their part shall be- 
come part of the residual estate.” 

In an historic case, which closely parallels the 
Weiskopf wiil fight, the courts ruled the same 
type of will void and awarded a son similarly 
treated an entire estate. 

Two days after his only son married against 


his wishes, Augustus Holly Haight, of New 


York, directed that under his will the _ son, 
Benjamin Haight, receive only $2,000 from a 
large estate as long as he lived with his wife. 

“However,” the will continued, “‘should Ben- 
jamin Haight cease to be bound to his present 
wife as a lawful husband, then the whole of the 
income is to be paid to said son during his 
natural life.”’ 


FTER nearly 20 years of litigation, the New 

York Court of Appeals held that the condi- 
tion attached to the Haight will was obviously 
placed there to induce the son to secure a legal 
divorce or separation from his wife and was 
therefore void, being in contravention of good 
morals and public policy. The son was awarded 
the entire income from the estate. 

The court’s finding was bitter in its denunci- 
ation of wills which tend to govern the lives of 
others. 


“The will was made directly after the mar- 
riage of testator’s son and the condition must be 
regarded as -made in hostility to the union and 
in hope of destroying it as far as that object 
could be accomplished by offering money by way 
of premium or reward. 

“It is true the condition is not in so many 
words that the son shall secure or suffer a 
divorce in order to entitle him to the entire 
income, but the precise effect of such an express 
condition is produced by a provision which gives 
him the entire income when such a divorce is 
procured or suffered. If the former offends pub- 
lic policy, it is difficult to see why the latter 
does not also.” 

In another famous will fight, however, the 
New York Court of Appeals did hold a will legal 
which gave $600,000 to a son but deprived both 
his wiie and two infant children of any part of 
the fortune. 

Mrs. Stella M. Rothchild, who died Aug. 3, 
1945, left $600,000 of her million-dollar estate 
to her son, Lewis, but specifically said in one 
section of the will that: 

“It iS my purpose and will that under no 
circumstance shall any portion of my estate be 
paid or delivered to Lucille Conroy or Lucille 
Krumbine, my son's wife, or any issue of my 
son with her or any child of hers.” 

In the court’s decision im this case it was 
held that Lewis H. Rothehild was deprived of 
nothing and that the court could not conceive of 
a man being tempted to divorce his wife, break 
up his home, and leave his children out of a de- 
sire to create a new family and acquire for 
them a remote inheritance. 


T= decision pointed out that the provision for 
Lewis Rothchild .was definite and did not de- 
pend upon any divorce action. That was the 
free choice of Rothchild’s mother and that choice 
could not be challenged. 

There are many famous cases, too, in which 
parents, during their lifetime, have brought 
misery and unhappiness to both themselves and 
their children by attempting to dominate them. 

John Ruskin’s mother babied and bossed him 
through college. She even picked ihe woman for 
him to marry and did the proposing herself. The 
marriage was a tragic failure. Laughed at over 
the world, Ruskin said his mother ruined his life. 

Sweden's Queen Christiana was a victim of 
too much mother interference. The lovely queen, 
who became actually ill in her mother’s presence, 
finally abdicated and wandered around southern 
Europe to get away from haunting and oppres- 
sive memories. 

There are many instances of those, however, 
who broke the cord and went on their own way 
to fame and fortune. 

James M. Barrie’s mother all but ruined his 
life in her attempts to force him into the min- 
istry. Later, as a world-Known author, he wrote 
“The Little Minister,”’ about his early experi- 
ences, obviously for his mother’s edification. 

Enrico Caruso’s early life was plagued by a 
father who refused to allow the youth to sing. 
Finally Caruso left home to become the greatest 
tenor the world has ever known. 

George Dewey ran away from home to join 
the navy over his father’s fierce objections. As 
an admiral, he was the hero of Manila. 

James Abbott McNeill Whistler's parents in- 
sisted that he attend West Point as a potential 
professional soldier. He failed. As an artist 
he became famous. 

Martin Luther’s father insisted that he be- 
come a lawyer and was so angry with his son 
when he became a monk that he disowned him, 


HILE comparatively few parents go to the 

extreme of spiting children in their wills, psy- 
chiatric examinations of World War II draftees 
revealed a large percentage of boys were having 
their mental health and initiative wrecked by 
bossy and overly-protective parents. It was, and 
still is, so widespread, it is considered a serious 
mental health threat. 

This selfish attitude of parents may be more 
prevalent today due to smaller families. When 
families were larger, mothers had little time to 
concentrate on one child. The cases of complete 
domination usually exist in families where there 
is only one boy or one girl. 

About the only way for an oppressed girl or 
youth to get free from excessive bossing, en- 
forced careers, and possibly ruined lives is to 
move out... and far out at that.

Gerard Hopkins had planned to make his am- 
bitious nephew a member of the firm, but two 
obstacles presented themselves. One was that

Johns Hopkins withdrew and had hurried 
words with the girl he loved. He was going into 
the wholesale grocery business for himself, he 
said, and she must marry him regardless of her 
father’s objections.

Johns Hopkins vowed that if he couldn't 
marry Elizabeth, he would never wed. Each kept 
the vow. 

Their steadfast, frustrated love had its sequel 
in the founding of famed Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity and Medical Center. Millions that might 
have gone to the children and grandchildren of 
Johns and Elizabeth Hopkins went, instead, to 
help cure ailing and suffering mankind. 

Young Johns, who got his first name from an 
ancestor named Richard Johns, seemed destined 
to be wealthy from his birth in 1795 on his 
father’s prosperous tobacco plantation in Mary- 
land. But his parents, becoming Quakers, set 
free their slaves decades before the Civil War. 

At 14, Johns was sent to Baltimore to work 


, 


for his uncle and to live with his 11 cousins, in- 
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flat announcement that the youth could not 
marry his pretty cousin. The other was business. 

Johns learned that merchants in North Caro- 
lina wanted to trade with the Hopkins company, 
but had no money to pay for goods. But they 
did have plenty of good whiskey which could be 
taken in trade and sold at a handsome profit.

He and Elizabeth continued to see each other 
and, it was reported, he made her a “‘silent part- 
ner” in his new company.

began leaning on him for financial support. Good 
firms needing money got it from him, and he 
rebuilt firms that had been neglected. 

A near-fatal attack of cholera had left him 
a victim of insomnia. He spent his sleepless 
nights poring over maps and travel books, ex- 
panding his knowledge and his business interests. 
Johns Hepkins’ money went into new railroads 
and new banks and came back in dividends. 

But no Johns Hopkins’ money was squandered 
on its owner. He lived sparingly, he walked 
when a carriage could have béen used, and Eliza- 
beth walked with him. : 

The death of Elizabeth’s fathep failed to 
change the status of Johns as bachelor and 
Elizabeth as spinster. 

In 1873, Johns Hopkins contracted his last 
illness, aggravated, according to envious com- 
petitors, by his refusal to spend money for a 
greatcoat. He surveyed his assets and found, 
at the age of 78, that he had $8,000,000 for 
disposal. His first concern, as he prepared to 
write his will, was Elizabeth. 

Financially, the one woman he had 
loved needed no aid, thanks to his advice. 

But certainly she deserved one parting gift 
for her unswerving love and devotion. Johns 
Hopkins pondered and brooded, and then smiled 
as he found the deed to a house and lot in Balti- 
more; a deed that he had acquired years before. 

Then, with a few strokes of his pen, he gave 
to his sweetheart her family home; the house in 
which Johns Hopkins had,heard the declaration 
that he must not marry the one woman he 
wanted as his wife. 

A million dollars went to relatives and chari- 
ties, and then he set aside the remainder of his 
estate—-57,000,000-——for the founding of a uni- 
versity and hospital which was to bear his name 
and was to add to Baltimore’s fame. 

Elizabeth Hopkins lived to see the great 
philanthropy take concrete form. She died at the 
age of 90, still true to her suitor; still wearing 
proudly the title of “Miss” before her name.

“DON’T DELAY’

N EIGHT-YEAR-OLD bay gelding named 

Don't Delay is resting on a farm near 

Junction City, Kan. and his vacation 
should be worth thousands of dollars to bookies 
and racing fans here and in Canada. 

KM is estimated that these disciples of the 
so-called Sport of Kings lost millions of dollars 
on this horse during the past two years because 
they. didn’t recognize him under the aliases his 
crooked owners hung on him. 

Don't Delay was the horse involved in the 
first ringing case in the history of the Ameri- 
can turf in which a conviction and a fine were 
entered in the court records. 

Until George P. Mahoney, Maryland’s crusad- 
ing racing commissioner, since retired, brought 
the guilty persons to justice for substituting 
Don't Delay for Allfio at the Bel Air, Md., track 
in the fall of 1946, “ringing” was regarded as 
nice work if you could get away with it-—and 
many race track cheaters did. 

But the $1,000 fines imposed on William F. 
Mink, Wilmington, Del., and 
his associate, Paul E. Mid- 
dieton, by Circuit Judge 
Frederick Coburn in Har- 
ford County, Md., Circuit 
Court, served notice on the 
sharpsters who practice this 
form of swindling that in 
the future there would be 
some element of gambling - 
in it for them. 


Middleton and Mink knew they had a_-hot * 


steed on their hands, so Middleton disposed of 
the gelding at a private sale to Robert A. Ed- 
wards, a @wacing gentleman from Smithfield, Va. 

The price tag was $1,000, and in view of the 
manner in which Don’t Delay had been circular- 
ized by the Thoroughbred Racing Association 
Protective Bureau among ‘the stewards and 
horse identification experts of American race 
tracks, the expenditure seemed like pure waste. 

For a time, the vigilant agents of Spencer 
Drayton's’ Protective Bureau were almost con- 
vinced that Don’t Delay had been retired. 

Then the grapevine buzzed with the news 
that, under the pseudonym of Hurry Up, Don’t 
Delay was shaking a profitable leg on the coun- 
try fair circuit at.Ellensburg, Allentown, Rose- 
tree and Rednor in Pennsylvania; Myrtle Beach, 
S. C., and Frederick, Md. The real Hurry Up 
was an aged gelding slowed down to a jog. 

Then, in June, 1948, James E. Dooley, presi- 
dent of the T. R. A., and Mr. Drayton, head of 
its Protective Bureau, were informed that Don’t 
Delay had been stabled at Lincoln Downs, R. L., 
pending action on Mr. Edwards’s application 
for permission to race the horse there. 

‘After examining Don’t Delay, Steward Wil- 
mer Brinton rejected the application on the

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ground that the papers were not in order. 

Once more Don’t Delay disappeared and 
when Mr. Drayton dropped in at Lincoln Downs 
on Labor Day, 1948, he made discreet inquiries 
about Don’t Delay but found that the stable 
hands were more interested in talking about 
an old campaigner named Lid that had lately 
come to life. : 

The records revealed that Lid, a 10-year-old 
gelding by Cocked Hat out of Lina Dowling- 
Orthos, had won a claiming race at the Blue 
Bonnets track in Montreal a few days previously. 
He was listed on the program as owned and 
trained by Earl Ferris. Lid won the $600 purse 
in a cheap claimer, paying $10.70, $6.90 and 
$5.80, and was claimed by R. J. Barker, accord- 
ing to the racing records. 

Drayton dispatched two groups of agents to 
work on the case—one to run down Lid and the 
other to follow the trail of Don’t Delay. The 
Jockey Club records showed that Lid was owned 
by Ivor Davies, a reputable horseman, who al- 
most keeled over with astonishment when in- 
formed his old gelding had won a race at Blue 
Bonnets. Davies said it just couldn't be true 
because he had shipped Lid to the race horse 
farm of John (The Milkman) Zajchowski in See- 
konk, Mass., paying a nominal fee for his care. 

A thorough check-up by 
Drayton’s agents revealed 
that Lid was contentedly 
cropping grass at the Milk- 
man’s farm. Next they com- 
pared the description of Lid 
with that of Don’t Delay and 
found that they tallied in 
every detail except age. 

The squad assigned to 


* follow up the Don’t Delay clues learned that 


Edwards had engaged Roscoe Steer, Harrisville, 
R. L, horse vanner, to move Don't Delay from 
Lincoln Downs after his entry was refused. Steer 
readily admitted he had arranged to van the 
animal to Blue Bonnets. Ferris, the trainer, 
admitted that the “Lid’’ who ran at Blue Bon- 
nets was actually Don’t Delay. , 

There was nothing left for Edwards to do 
but to confess, especially since his neck was 
safe—-because Canadian tracks aren't under the 
jurisdiction of the T. R. A. By this time, Don’t 
Delay and his owner and trainer had left the 
Dominion. However, Mr. Drayton laid all the 
evidence before James J. Heffering, official of 
the Canadian Racing Associations, Inc., and on 
Nov. 5, the Quebec Racing Association ordered 
the life suspension at its track of Robert A. 
Edwards and Earl L. Ferris, Jr. 

The Blue Bonnets ringer coup caught the 
large books in New York, New Jersey, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia and Miami with $90,000 on 
which they had to pay off at 4 to 1. 

The Canadian coup revealed the fact that the 
spurious Lid had been permitted to run at Blue 
Bonnets without identification papers. 

If that’s the way they do things in Canada, 
Don’t Delay will be back, to prove there is no 
end to his versatility—or to officials’ gullibility.

Their white feathers are a protection against 
enemies. 

The Arctic owl, on the other hand, is an evil 
bird which assumes its pure white plumage not 
to deceive its enemies but the better to deceive

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EAR Editor of The American Weekly: 
When you suggested that the girls in 
the office have a home permanent wave 
party at the expense of The American Weekly 
we decided we would not charge you overtime. 
So, 14 of us got together for a new kind of 
party—a home permanent wave party. 

Seven of the girls were given waves by the 
other seven. With the money we saved by giv- 
ing ourselves home waves, all 14 of us had din- 
ner at Whyte’s. Restaurant in downtown New 
York City and finished off the evening with a 
show at Radio City Music Hall. 

At the end of the evening, after everything 
was paid for, we were $5.18 to the good. 

We figured our expenses this way: In our 
crowd the average cost of a salon permanent 
would be $15. 

Seven girls needed permanents—that would 
have brought the total cost to $105. 

However, we bought home waves, which cost 
us (including combs and hairpins) $19.22 for 
seven. 

Dinner for 14, including tip, came to $47, 
and tickets for the show, at $2.40 each, added 
up to $33.60. 

Total expenditure for the whele party — 
$99.82. 

So, for the money we would ordinarily have 
had to spend for a dull three hours in a beauty 
salon, we had a real outing. 

Of course, it was work,’and after we were 
done we had a whole lot more respect for the 
beauty operator who stands on her feet all day. 
But we revived at dinner and enjoyed the eve- 
ning. 

It took patience. Home permanent waves 
take longer to do than salon waves. The girls 
had their hair up in curlers from 40 minutes to 
one hour and 15 minutes. 

Add te that the time it takes to neutralize 
the wave, unwind it, rinse it, set it and dry it, 
and the time element ran upwards of four and 
a half hours, depending on how fast the per- 
son’s hair dried. 

We found that the hair drying—the last step 
—took the longest, because we had only a small

hand dryer instead of one of those professional 
hot air dryers: 

Another time stealer was our inexperience 
with rolling hair up on curlers. Some girls were 
more adept at this than others. Our greatest 
trouble here was with the rubber bands. They 
wouldn’t stay in the notches of the spool curlers. 
We found the curlers in one brand of permanent 
wave easier to work with than the other, be- 
cause they had deeper grooves to hold the 
rubber bands in place. 

However, time flies when you're in good 
company. And nobody was chained to a chair. 
After a girl’s hair was wound up she was free 
to wander around the house, just so long as she 
had someone check her permanent every 15 
minutes. 

We found that taking test curls was very 
important. Every 15 minutes we would unroll 
one curl at back .or top of the head to see 
how far the wave had progressed. If the wave 
was not deep enough we rolled the curl up again. 

Though the directions say you can leave 
coarse hair up in curlers and wave solution as 
long as three hours for a tight curl, we found 
we could cut that time in half and sometimes 
in thirds for two reasons: (1) The girls wanted 
very soft curls, and (2) we wrapped our heads 
in wax paper before putting on the turbans, a 
device that tends to retain the natural body 
temperature and keeps the lotion from drying 
out. 

As soon as the test curls showed the degree 
of curl each person wanted, we began the neu- 
tralizing process. Here directions have to be fol- 
lowed carefully, or all the work will have been 
for nothing. While the lotion will soften the 
hair so that it will take the curl, the neutralizer 
“fixes” it—holds the curls in place, makes them 


permanent,

The neutralizer goes on before the hair is 
unwound from the curlers. 

None of this is complicated, however, and 
the directions with the permanent wave kits 
are explicit and very easy to follow. 

Two of the seven girls who got waves were 
a little wary of a home permanent. They said 
they’d heard all sorts of rumors about how 
home waves were ruinous to hair. For their 
benefit we did a little investigating. 

Of the two brands we used, one had the 
‘Good Housekeeping seal of approval and was 
considered acceptable by the American Medical 
Association. A professor who had been with the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology for 16 
years was so enthusiastic about his experiments 
with this cold wave that he joined the company 
that manufactures it. 

The other wave had been put out too recently 
to get a full report on it. However, some of the 
girls wanted that wave anyway, because it is 
supposed to work a little faster, so we gave it 
to them. When the waves were all done they 
were all beautiful and you couldn’t tell which 
was done with which product. | 

It was really a beautiful bunch of curly- 
heads that trotted off to dinner and a show. 

All the girls are looking forward to another 
party when these permanents grow out, Next 
time it will be even cheaper because we 
have the curlers and will need only refills of the 
lotions.

Just a few weeks ago, 
Miss Maynard achieved an- 
other honor—a_ winning 
place in a nationwide tal- 
ent-spotting contest.

One man in London was 
exuberant because a hyp- 
notist had “cured” his 
toothache.

But the tooth abscessed, 
and he was soon in a hos- 
pital as a result of it. An- 
other man was “relieved” 
of his headache — but it 
had been caused by a cegre- 
bral tumor, which killed 
him. 

Similar cases are re- 
ported daily — in other 
words, say the doctors, it 
is often extremely risky 
to remove the effect with- 
out also removing the 
cause of an ailment. 


NE flashy individual ‘in 

London’s profitale hyp- 
notism racket is reaping a 
huckster’s harvest in post- 
war England. He has is- 
sued a number of pam- 
phlets advertising what he 
called a “psychotherapeutic 
clinic,”” which consisf$ of 
two back rooms in a dingy 
London suburb. 

As side lines, he also 
sells air guns and cloth- 
ing at reduced prices. As 
chairman of .the “clinic,” 
he is said to sell a 
“course’’ in hypnotism for 
$80—the customer is then 
entitled to put up a brass 
plate and treat ‘the sick 
and suffering. This man is 
doing a flourishing busi- 
ness.

Maria Put On Her Most 
Seductive Outfit and Sal- 
lied Forth With a Resolute 
Look.

HE sound of a heavy fall...an 
odd, inhuman, groaning noise

These events, destined to culminate in one 


of the most: extraordinary murder trials on 
record, happened at about 4 a. m., Oct. 27, 1845, 
in a none-too-respectable house on _ secluded 
Cedar Lane Way in the Beacon Hill section of 
Boston, Mass. 

Miss Priscilla Blood, who lodged not al- 
ways alone on the second floor, threw open 
her door to find a pile of burning bedclothes 
outside in the hall. Another pile was burning 
at the head of the stairs. 

“Fire — fire!’ she screamed. 

The proprietor, Joel Lawrence, came on the 
run with his wife. Assisted by a neighbor, Mr. 
Hatch, they fought the two fires in the hall, and 
still another one in an unoccupied bedroom. 

hen a fireman, Theodore Bowker, arrived. 

“You're too late,” said Lawrence, standing 
on the back steps. “The fire’s out.”’ 7 

But Bowker could see smoke issuing from 
the second floor. Over Lawrence’s repeated 
objections, he dashed upstairs and entered the 
bedroo6m of a paying guest, Maria Bickford. 

He threw up the window to clear the room 
of smoke, then stumbled over a body. : 

Maria lay on the floor between the double 
bed and the fireplace. Near by lay the razor 
which had been used to cut her throat. 

A futile attempt had been made to set fire 
to two straw mattresses on her bed which had 
been stripped of covering. 

In a closet, smoke billowed out of a trunk 
and boxes containing the young woman’s finery, 
of which there was an expensive assortment. 

A basin of discolored water stood on a table.

Investigators quickly assembled these details: 

The victim, wilful, extravagant, demanding 

the type that men love so helplessly and_kill 
so thoroughly-—had been born Mary Ann Dunn 
23 years previously in Brewer, Me., had married 
James Bickford, a bootmaker of Bangor, at 17, 
and run off with a fast-talking but disappointing 
Boston salesman two yegrs lager. 

Then, in the summer of 1844, she met and 
appropriated Albert J. Tirrell, tall, square- 
jawed son of a well-to-do, recently deceased shoe 
manufacturer of Weymouth, 11 miles south of 
Boston. 

Young Tirrell, not yet 21, but married and 
the father of two children, lost his head and 
heart at first sight. Within a matter of days 
he was devoting just about his entire life and 
income —— greatly augmented by his father’s 
death—-to the prepossessing but unscrupulous 
enchantress from Maine. 

She kept him enslaved in all manner of 
ways, including self-administered overdoses of 
laudanum. Once she assured him that if she 
did not have everything she wanted while she 
was with him, she would cut her throat. 

(She kept a razor among her toiletries, and 
occasionally shaved her forehead to heighten 
her fashionably oval face.) 

“She dressed well,’’ one witness was to tes- 
tify. “She used to drink if she could get it. I 
have seen her the worse for liquor but it made

no difference in her dress. She kept herself 
looking nice. She was very genteel looking, and 
she played the accordion a good deal. 

“She never did any work but she always had 
plenty of money.” 

It was to be testified, further, that she had 
“the most dresses I ever Knew, a great many 
trinkets and much jewelry.” Once Albert bought 
up all the spangles in a store “so that none 
should have any but Maria.”’ 


HE WAS quoted as exclaiming to a friend, as 
she sat at her mirror finishing her meticulous 
toilette: 

‘See her beautiful feet, her beautiful face! 
What a beautiful figure!” 

Whereupon she gave him a scornful glance 
and said, “I want a dress of blue-black silk, and 
I mean to have it!” 

She liked to quarrel with Albert, she told 
acquaintances——“It’s such fun making up.” 

They often appeared together in public, to 
the great embarrassment of his wife and other 
aristocratic relatives. At Maria’s insistence, he 
took her to places of amusement, where it 
pleased her to outstare women of position. 

Finally, after the pair had been evicted from 
the very respectable Hanover House in Boston, 
the Tirrell family decided that something would 
have to be done, 

They had him arrested on a morals charge 
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on Sept. 29, 1845, then, after he promised to 
give up Maria and return to his wife and chil- 
dren, asked the court for a stay of proceedings. 

So, for the time being, Maria saw no more 
of him or his bankroll. Furious at the turn of 
events, she had to write her husband for money, 
explaining that she was at the moment “secret- 
ing” herself in Boston——-meaning the Lawrences’ 
rooming house on Cedar Lane Way. 

On Oct. 21, Tirrell was allowed to pay the 
court costs and enter a recognizance to keep 
the peace and-«be of good character for a period 
of six months. 

On the 22nd, Maria decked herself in her 
most seductive outfit, sallied forth with a reso- 
lute look ig her eye—and returned on the arm 
of the errant Albert. 

He was back in the web. 

During the next several days, they 
kept largely out of sight, drinking, 
quarreling, making up. One quarrel, 
overheard by Priscilla Blood, concerned 
some letters’: Maria had received from 
an admirer. . Priscilla was to testify: 

“Albert had bought her somé new shoes that 
day, and in the evening he cut them-up.” She 
said that he also called her some “hard and 
improper names.” 

On Sunday .morning, the 26th, 15-year-old 
Joel Lawrence, Jr., en route to Sunday School, 
saw Tirrell enter the houses and during the eve- 
ning Priscilla saw him briefly in Maria’s room. 

By nine, the household was quiet——-but by 
five the next morning it was a place of smoke 
and death and mystery. 

According -to the evidence, Tirrell visited 
Fullam’s livery stable in Bowdoin Sq. at about 
five, roused Oliver Thompson, the hostler, and 
demanded to be driven to" Weymouth. Thomp- 


son called his employer, and Fullam, who had 
rented rooms to Tirrell on occasion, gave per-

mission at once. 


Thompson was to testify that the young 
man’s conversation was rambling and incoherent. 
He quoted Tirrell as muttering, ‘“‘They broke 
in and tried to murder me...Someone came 
into my room and tried to murder me.” 

While the horse was being harnessed, Tirrell 
went to the home of Samuel Head on Alden St. 
Mrs. Head came to the door in response to his 
repeated banging, and she heard him shout: 

“IT want my clothes! “Give me my clothes!” 

Mrs. Head, recalling that a woman boarding 
with her had made Tirrell some handkerchiefs, 
refused to let him in, being alarmed by his 
manner. Then her husband appeared at her side. 

“He acted very strange and I did not know 
what to make of him,” Head testified. ‘I took 
hold of him and shook him, and all at once he 
came to, as though he had waked from a stupor. 

“He looked at me in a daze and said, ‘Sam, 
how came I here?’” 

Head told him he’d better go home to Wey- 
mouth, and Tirrell said, ‘““Yes. They are har- 
nessing a rig for me at Fullam’s.” 

Then he hurried away. 


TOON drove him to Weymouth, and he 
went at once to the home of a brother-in-law, 


Nathaniel Bayley. 
“I’m afrafd the 


“I’m in a scrape,” he said. 
police will be after me.”’ 

Bayley, assuming only that Albert had vio- 
lated his probation, concealed him in the house. 

Officers arrived. Bayley learned that Albert 
was wanted for murder. 

According to his testimony, he gave them 
no help, but after they left he sought out Albert 
and confronted him. The youth expressed 
“astonishment and bewilderment” and vowed 
- he would face his accusers. 

“I knOw nething of this terrible crime,” he 
said. “I am altogether innocent. I will go back 
and defend myself.” 

But Bayley would not permit this. 

He said he gave Albert money, with the 
admonition to leave the country. 

Months later, the fugitive was recognized 
on a ship in New Orleans, and still later, when 
the vessel docked at New York, he was taken 
into custody. 

His trial opened on March 24, 1846, with the 
most able counsel in the state taking part. 
County Attorney Samuel D. Parker, of a family 
long noted in Massachusetts law, headed the 
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prosecution. Rufus Choate, a celebrated. court- 
room lawyer and orator, directed the defense. 

At this point it might be appropriate to re- 
view some of the mystifying features whifich 
remained to be clarified. 

lirst of all, what caused Joel Lawrence to 
say the fire was out, and to object to Bowker’s 
entering and making an investigation?

She Was Extravagant, Demanding—She 
Always Got What She Wanted, the Type 


Men Love So Helplessly and Kill 
So Thoroughly : 


Was there any significance to his statement, 
“They broke in and tried to murder me?” 

What lid he mean when he said, “Sam, how 
came I here?’ 

How reconcile his admission to Bayley that 


’ he was in “a scrape’ with his apparent aston- 


ishment at the accusation of murder? 

Attorney Choate, like a general planning a 
delaying action against a formidable enemy, re- 
lied upon three lines of defense, retreating only 
to his next line when the previous one had, in 
effect, been neutralized. 

Kirst he suggested that Maria might have 
died by her own hand. 

She had threatened suicide, had taken over- 
doses of laudanum, had even mentioned cutting 
her throat. Moreover, the razor found near her 
body had belonged to her, 


That brought the courtroom up short. What 
was he saying: That Tirrell did it? And what 
did he mean by “the remarkable noise?” 

Choate declared that Albert Tirrell had been 
a somnambulist since childhood, He summoned 
many witnesses to testify that he had walked 
in h¥s sleep omnumerous occasions, had attacked 
others while in this state, had once tried to leap 
through a closed window, and another time had 
plunged a knife into his bed. 

Always he had been heard to emit a peculiar 
“mufYed shriek or hoarse cry.” 

Choate stressed Albert’s behavior at Ful- 
lam’s, and his bewildered query, ‘‘Sam, how 
came I here?” 

“Sometimes from a diseased state of the 
constitution,” the lawyer said, “all the 
organs of external sense do not yield 
alike to the general torpor of sleep. 
The sense of sight or hearing, or any 
other sense, may continue awake or be 
roused and stimulated into action—in 
the midst of the soundest. sleep. 

“The mind is unable to correct its 


erroneous impressions by reason. There is 


‘ abundant reason to believe that a state of som- 


nambulism is unnatural to the human constitu- 
tion, a disease, an actual unsoundness of the 
mind,” 

He went on to say: 

“After Albert married, his malady some- 
times would arise to such power as to cause 
him nearly to smother his wife in bed. And 
Since he became acquainted with the deceased, 
this complaint has manifested itself more 
malignantly than ever. 

“His manner of life has predisposed him to 
these states. He has been known to beat Maria 
violently and to make-it a matter of notoriety.”’ 

Dr. Channing said: 

“In somnambulism, a person may have the 
will to act, and yet the moral nature be ‘entirely 
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But could she have gotten out of her bed 
with that terrible wound? 

And what about the pan of discolored water? 
Had the murderer washed telltale hands in it? 

Dr. Walter Channing, one of the leading phy- 
sicians of the period, testified for the defense 
that it would have been possible “for a woman 
in a high state of excitement to commit suicide 
with a razor by one blow.” 


NOTHER doctor said: 

“The nature of the wound may show suicide. 
If the wound be inflicted in bed, and the branches 
of the carotid severed leading to the face—-the 
person would be able to make more or less mo- 
tion.”” But under cross-examination, this wit- 
ness admitted: 

“If the two jugular veins be cut, the wound 
being six inches long, the person would not be 
able to leap from the bed.” 

“I do not think she would either—in that 
state,’’ Choate dryly interposed, and proceeded 
to withdraw his forces from that position. 

He next offered the theory that Maria had 
been slain by someone other than the defendant 
—Joel Lawrence, say. 

Lawrence had behaved oddly, had he not? 
And what about the missing jewels? 

Witness Hatch testified that, before Bowker, 
the fireman, arrived, he sent young Joel down- 
stairs for more buckets of water, so that he 
could enter Maria’s “room. But Joel had not 
returned, nor had anyone else until Bowker 
came. 

“They all appeared very indifferent to the 
fire,” he said. 

However, Prosecutor Parker brought out that 
the Lawrences owned the house, had neither 
mortgage nor insurance on it, and would there- 
fore shrink from setting fire to it. 

One theory was that the Lawrences had dis- 
covered the body, and had hoped Maria’s death 
would be attributed tg the flames and thus cir- 
cumvent the unpleasant publicity of a murder 
investigation, 

As for the jewels, she might have pawned 
them in recent weeks, or someone could have 
gathered them up after the body’s discovery. 

Choate repeated his previous tactic, mag- 
nanimously remarking, “I acquit the Lawrences 
of perjury. No doubt their attention was all 
turned to the remarkable noise made by Tirrell 
as he escaped.” 


wanting. A® person in this state may perform 
a variety of actions and over a long period- of 
time.”’ 

Dr. Samuel Woodward, head of the insane 
asylum at Worcester, referring to the “remark- 
able noise,” testified that epileptics make such 
a noise during a seizure. “It is a difficulty of 
respiration,” he said. “But assuming. the evi- 
dence here to be true, the prisoner must be a 
Sleep-walker.’’ He added: 

‘In this somnambulistic state, a person can 
dress himself, can commit a homicide, set fire to 
a house. A person in a state of insanity is 
dreaming awake, as a somnambulist is dream- 
ing aSleep. They act:on false premises and have 
lost all power of moral distinction.” 


UDGE DEWEY, in his charge to the jury, dis- 
cussed the variOus theories advanced by the 
defense, 

“Could the deceased have removed her own 
body from the bed to the floor?” he asked. “Is 
there any reason to suppose that any other 
person besides the prisoner and the deceased 
committed the deed? 

“The house was closed, the prisoner was 
there at nine o’clock. His clothes were left 
there. He told witnesses that he had gotten 
into trouble,’’ 

Then he proceeded to the main issue: 

‘“Somnambulism is insanity, to be treated as 
such. If proved, it is a proper ground of de- 
fense. There have been brought to your knowl- 
edge distinct instances where the prisoner, under 
influence of this disease, committed overt acts 

rising in his sleep, attempting personal vio- 
lence, and so forth.” 

he jury considered the matter for two 
hours, then returned a verdict of not guilty. 

At this, Prosecutor Parker moved that the 
jury be required to show whether the verdict 
was given on the ground of insanity, “as the 
court considered insanity and somnambulism 
synonymous,” 

The foreman of the jury made this surpris- 
ing reply: ~~ 

“The question of somnambulism did not 
enter into the consideration of the jury.” 

Albert Tirrell’s name never reappeared in 
the news.

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The Hazards of Heat 


Be Careful at Mealtime 


By G. B. LAL, 
Science Editor 
R. ANDREW C. IVY of 
the University of 
Illinois knows something 
that all his colleagues in 
the field of medicine know 
that too many people 
endanger their health, and 
sometimes their lives, by 
getting more heat than is 
good for them. 

The Illinois scientist is 
not concerned with the 
effect of high temperature 
on people who have to work 
in hot and humid _ places. 


Maryland meeting to pre- 
sent the findings of Dr. 
Ivy, and other scientists 
who suspect that the eat- 
ing and drinking of too- 
lot foods may be one of 
the several causes of gas- 
tric cancer, at a later can- 
cer conference in San 
Francisco, 

The importance of this 
line of research can be 
appreciated when it _ is 
known that gastric cancer 
causes 45 per cent of the 
deaths from all forms of 
the disease—and that 90 


Many Doctors Believe That the Habit of Eating Very Hot 
Foods May Lead to Painful, and Often Fatal, Gastric Cancer. 


He is issuing no warnihgs 
to vacationists who suffer 
painful burns in their ill- 
advised efforts to acquire a 
“healthy tan’ too quickly. 
His specialty is the danger 
of eating and drinking too- 
hot foods. 


T A recent meeting of 

the National Cancer 
Institute in Bethesda, Md.., 
Dr. Ivy described a series 
of experiments he had been 
conducting to learn the ef- 
fects of hot foods on the 
entire digestive tract. 

Being a careful and con- 
servative man of science, 
Dr. Ivy declines to say, as 
yet, that taking your food 
too hot can lead to gastric 
cancer—one of the dead- 
liest and most common 
forms of the disease. But 
he did say that very hot 
food irritates and injures 
the sensitive lining of the 
mouth, food passage and 
stomach, and _ suggested 
that such injuries might 
be the starting point of 
gastric cancer. 

In his experfents with 
human guineéa pigs, Dr. Ivy 
discovered that it is com- 
mon for some people to 
take solids or liquids hot- 
ter than 122° F., which 
were found to be dangerous. 
They can damage _ the 
tender tissues of the stom- 
ach walls, leading to grave 
diseases. 


OME of the subjects in 
Dr. Ivy’s researches 
drank liquids as hot as 
131°. Their habitual toler- 
ance for heat in the mouth 
is far above that of the 
average person. But there 
was the danger of damage 
and disease for them, too; 
especially if the imbibed 
foods remained at high 
temperature when _ inside 
the stomach. 
Plans were made at the 


cent of the patients 
who suffer from gastric 
cancer die within 18 
months after their ailment 
is diagnosed, 

Doctors frankly admit 
that they have a good deal 
to learn about the causes 
of the disease, but they do 
know that, at the moment, 
it is more prevalent among 
men than among women. 
Some doctors suspect that 
this is because men are 
less careful than women in 
their eating habits. 

That Dr. Ivy may be on 
the right track in his 
theories about very hot food 
and drink being one of the 
causes of gastric cancer 
seems to be borne out by 
the opinions of other doc- 
tors that excessive pipe 
smoking is a common 
cause of tongue cancer. 
They believe that the heat 
of the pipe stem irritates 
the soft lip and tongue 
tissues.

To much heat can be 
said to be the cause of 
many cases of skin cancer, 
too. This form of the 
disease has been known to 
start with overdoses of 
sunshine by people with 
fair and sensitive skins. 
That is one reason why 
everyone—and blonds espe- 
cially—should avoid over- 
exposure to the hot sun, 
and should be very careful 
to acquire a tan gradually. 

Fortunately, skin cancer 
is curable in most cases— 
if it is diagnosed and prop- 
erly treated in the early 
stages,

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HEATING 


NOUGH of the winter 

has passed to give you 
a good idea of how well 
your heating system is 
functioning this season. It 
should be giving good, even 
heat throughout the house, 
and vour fuel bills should 
not be excessive. Gener- 
ally speaking, the _ basic 
types of heating systems 
are hot air, hot water, 
steam, and panel heating, 
all of which can be used 
with any fuel. 


Care 
NO MATTER what type 


of system you have, it . 


is important to call in an 
expert at the end of every 
winter to do a thorough 
cleaning and check-up job. 
He will see that the flues 
and chimneys are clean, 
that the valves and pipes 
are in order, and that the 
burner system or grate is 
adjusted to burn properly 
the type of fuel you: use. 

A heating engineer 
should be called in to 
measure the “stack’’ tem- 
perature and content of 
the flue gases. By doing 
this he can determine the 
exact efficiency of your 
fuel @ombustion and tell 


_you if you are burning too 


much fuel for the amount 
of heat you are getting. 
If you use a hot air sys- 
tem, see that rugs and fur- 
niture do not obstruct the 
registers, and that chil- 
dren do not push their toys 
through the openings. 
For hot water or steam 
systems, see that nothing 
prevents a free passage of 
air from circulating around 
the radiator, and clean 
dust away from the radi- 
ators with a stiff brush. 
In the case of steam 
radiators, be certain that

the release valves on the 
end of the radiators are 
functioning properly; re- 
place any defective ones. 


Insulation 
I faery are several things 
you can do to conserve 
heat and save fuel. 

1. Cover with insulating 
material all heat-conduct- 
ing pipes. such as hot air 
ducts, steam pipes and hot 
water pipes. 

2. Install storm’ sash 
and storm doors to keep 
the cold air out of the 
house. 

3. Weatherstrip doors 
and windows. 

4. Fill joints around 
window frames with caulk- 
ing compound. 

5. Insulate walls and 
ceiling of the entire house, 
if possible. 

Thermostatic Control 

NE of the most efficient 

methods of controlling 
heat in the home is by 
means of thermostats 
which automatically con- 
trol the furnace or central 
heating plant. This allows 
you to burn no more fuel 
than is necessary to keep 
a house at a comfortable 
temperature. 

Extra fuel can further 
be saved by lowering the 
house temperature during 
the night. This can be 
done manually by setting 
your thermostat to a lower 
temperature at night. Or 
you can use a clock-oper- 
ated thermostat which can 
be adjusted to lower the 
temperature automatically.
